Sec. 26. TRAVEL POLICY.

1. For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2006, each
department or independent agency receiving an appropriation in
this Act shall review the employee policy for daily or short=
term travel including but not limited to the usage of motor
pool vehicles under the department of administrative services,
employee mileage reimbursement for the use of a personal
vehicle, and the usage of private automobile rental companies.
Following the review, the department or agency shall implement
revisions in the employee policy for daily or short=term
travel as necessary to maximize cost savings.

2. Each department or independent agency subject to
subsection 1 shall report to the general assembly®s standing
committees on government oversight regarding the policy
revisions implemented and the savings realized from the
changes. An initial report shall be submitted on or before
December 1, 2006, and a follow=up report shall be submitted on
or before December 1, 2007.

EXPLANATION

GENERAL. This bill relates to agriculture and natural
resources by makin? appropriations for the 2006=2007 fiscal
year to support related entities, including the department of
agriculture and land stewardship, the department of natural
resources, the department of economic development, and lowa
state university.

The bill appropriates moneys to the department of
agriculture and land stewardship and the department of natural
resources. The appropriations are made to support those
departments for administration, regulation, and programs. The
bill also provides moneys to support specific programs or
projects administered by those departments. The bill
appropriates moneys from a number of sources, including the

eneral fund of the state, the state fish and game protection
und, and the groundwater protection fund.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND LAND STEWARDSHIP. For the
department of agriculture and land stewardship, moneys are
appropriated in order to support its divisions.

The bill aPpropriates moneys from the general fund to
support animal husbandry including for the administration of
the chronic wasting disease program, horse and dog racing,
dair¥ products control, avian influenza control, and apiary
regulation. The bill also appropriates moneys to reimburse
commissioners of soil and water conservation districts for
expenses, a senior farmers market nutrition program, and to
support the department®s membership in a river association.

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES. For the department of
natural resources, moneys are appropriated from the general
fund in order to support its divisions.

The bill makes appropriations from other funds. The bill
appropriates moneys to the department of natural resources
from the state fish and game protection fund for support
programs related to fish and wildlife. It requires the
department to contract with a person to provide training and
assistance to persons interested in activities involving the



use of firearms. The bill appropriates moneys from the
groundwater protection fund to support groundwater quality and
allocates some of those moneys to support a computer recycling
program.

The bill makes an appropriation from moneys transferred to
the state fish and game protection fund to support snowmobile
programs and enforce state navigation and water laws.

Two appropriations are made from the unassugned revenue
fund administered by the lowa comprehensive underground
storage tank fund board. An appropriation is made to the
department of natural resources for administration and
expenses of the underground storage tank section. A second
appropriation is to supﬁort an environmental refueling systems
advocate to provide technical assistance to service stations
installin% E=85 motor fuel infrastructure.

The bill provides that the department of natural resources
may use additional funds for staffing to reduce the
department®s floodplain permit backlog. The bill provides
that the department may use additional funds available from
stormwater discharge permit fees for staffing required to
implement the federal maximum daily load program.

IOWA STATE UNIVERSITY. The bill appropriates moneys to
lowa state university to continue a project to perform water
quality research to determine methods to reduce risks to water
quality associated with open feedlot runoff.

MISCELLANEOUS. The bill provides for a schedule of fees to
be paid by persons submitting applications and obtaining
permits from the department of natural resources relating to
the national pollutant discharge elimination system (NPDES)

rogram.
P %he bill includes a directive for the departments and
independent agencies receiving an appropriation in the bill to
review employee policy for daily or short=term travel and to
implement policy revisions to maximize cost savings. The
directive includes requirements for reporting to the
committees on government oversight.
